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HORSE-STEALING PETTY LARCENY. 


About two weeks since, the GazETTE 
made some comments upon the fine of 
$45 imposed by a Winnemucca Jus- 
tice, as a puajshment for horse-steal- 
ing. The Silver State says, io expla- 
mation of the matter, that the evi- 
dence showed the value of the liorse 
to be less than $50. Had the animal 
been worth more than that sum, the 
Justice would have had no jurisdic- 
tion; but, the value being less, the 
case came under his authority, which 
he exercised as stated. 

The operations of law in Nevada 
ate peculiar. A rowdy, for disorderly 
conduct in Reno, gets sixty days in 
jail; while a Winnemucca Justice 
takes $15 from a convicted horse-thief 
and sets him free. The Silver State 
has shown that the Winnemucca func- 
tionary had jurisdiction in the case, 
but has not shown that the fine was 
an adequate punishment for the of- 
fense. This Jegal luminary, it ap- 
pears, measures the punishment for 
theft by the value of the article 
stolen. Had the stolen horse been 
worth more than $50, the theft weuld 
have been grand larceny, and the 
prisoner held te await the action of 
the Grand Jury. The law seems at 
fault in drawing such a purely arbi- 
trary distinction between grand aod 
petty larceny. If a rogue steals a 
peor woman's horse, « school- 
master’s, preacher's er editor's scrub, 
worth $25, it is petty larceny. He 
pays his little fine, if caught, and tries 
again. But, if he steals a rich man’s 
horse, it is grand larceny, and, if cap- 
tured, the wretch must expiate his 
crime behind the bars ef the peniten- 
tiary. Such operations of law make 
the excuse for the hempen noose and 
the reformative tar.

This morning xgain a line of Chi- 
2 fishing boats was stretched from 
mnters Peint to shoal water on the 
meda side, and from boat to boat 
ere netv, making a complete line 
across. Yesterday Italian fishermen 
were scraping the bottom of the bey 
near Long Wharf with peculiarly con- 
structed nets, which a gentleman 
describes as having in the middle a 
sack with meshes so floe as to permit 
nothing but water to escape.

The capital invested in the brewing 
industry of the United States is three 
hundred millions of dollars. 

Since 1863 the beer brewing indus- 
try has paid $109,717,543 into the 
taxes, or quite clese on one hundred 
and ten millions of dollars. The ex- 
ports of beer of domestic produce, 
particularly that ia bottles, has largely 
increased since 1870. 

California imports very cousider- 
ably from foreign countries and from 
Eastern sources to make up for her 
lack of home made beer. Bat it isa 
noticeable fact that the consumption 
of English and Irish ales and porter 
have felien off from day to day, whi'e 
that of Eastern has been on the in- 
crease. At present not less than five 
or six carloads come to hand from 
Milwaukee, St. Louis, ete., every 
week. There are about 2,500 pack- 
ages consumed every month, or 30,- 
000 per year of Eastern and {foreign 
ma!t liquors. 

The growth of the industry has given 
a great impetus to the cultivation of 
barley and hops, and particularly in 
this State, which now raises both for 
all the world. We formerly imported 
our hops—now we export them. 

Jan Francisco is beginning to be a 
large exporter of beer, as the calumns 
of the Journal of Commerce from day 
to day bear witness. It goes princi- 
pally to Honolulu. 
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An enthusiastic temperance woman 
at Fert Collins, Colorado, has given a 
supper to all the young men in the 
town who had not imbibed alcoholic 
liquor for sixty days previoua. 


HOW TO COOK FISH. 


What Delmeonico Has to Say About 


Cooking Large and Small Fish--Di- 
rections for Sauce, Etc. 
~ 


Delmonico in Uhrisi‘an Union. 

Builing seems to be the most legiti- 
mate way of cooking fish. It is cer- 
tainly the most convenient and quick- 
est, and almost all kinds of fish with 
which our markets abound, such as 
cod, sheepshead, striped bass, sea 
bass, salmon and halibui, are most ad- 
vantageously dressed in this way. The 
method of boiling fer large fish is to 
putthem in cold spring water—the 
less the quantity of water that the fish 
can be boiled in tie better—with a 
handful of salt thrown in. It is al- 
ways safe to rub a little vinegar on 
the skin ef the fish to keep it from 
cracking, and to make the fish sulid. 
Tke time of boiliag depends, of course, 
on the size of the fish. Teo minutes 
to ihe pound should be allowed for 
salmon and three or four minutes for 
auy other kind, but a good general 
rule is thai the fish is done when the 
fins pull out easily. The water should 
be skimmed once or twice at least. A 
plain white sauce is made by putting 
a tablespoonful of feur or arrowroot 
ia a small saucepan. Mix into a 
smooth paste with cold water, and one- 
balf pint of the water in which the 
fish were boiled. Stir well until it 
boils and thickens. Add a table- 
spoonful of vinegar or lemon 


juice and serve in a gravy boat. 


In all the best methods of cooking 
fine fresh fish, the directions are very 
simple. The fish must always be well 
cleaned, carefully split in two from 
head te tail; dried, seasoned with salt 
anil pepper, greased with a little oil 
(which is preferable to butter), and 
broiled to a nice brown color, the grid- 
iron having been previously well 
— too. For all broiled fish the 

attre d'Hotel sauce is most delicious 
as well as simplest. Knead cold fresh 
butter on a plate with chepped pars- 
ley, pepper, salt, and lemon juice. 
The parsley will be improved by hav- 
ing been scalded. Serve a part of 
this cold, either under oren top of 
the fish, and it will melt as the fish is 
put on the tabte. 


ANY FISH MAY BE BAKED, 


but it is better to use only fish which 
are large eneugh toadmit of stuffing. 
The force meat may be made very 
rich and highly seasoned, or quite sim- 
ple, but in either case let enough oil 
or butter be put into the fish te pre- 
vent its becoming dry. A good sized 
fish when stuffed, will require an 
hour's baking. Baked fish to be eat- 
en to perfection, should be cooked 
with wine. either white or rec; In the 
baking dish, besides chopped onion, 
salt, pepper and nutmeg, and while 
cooking the sauce should he spread 
over it several times. When the fish 
is done add to the wine sauce a suf- 
ficient amount of thickened gravy or 
broth, seasoned with mushrooms, te 
matoes, parsley, orin ary way desired 
and pour the whole over the fish to be 
bakea for a few moments Jenger. 
Spueeze a lemon over all! and serve in 
the baking dish. In broiling or buk- 
ing rather large, thick fish it is well to 
score them or make a few incisions 
with something pointed, in order to 
insure thorough cocking, and in case 
of baking, a thoreugh seasoning. All 
small fish—and many of the best 
fish are very small indeed—are best 
when fried. The allowance of small 
fish is generally half a pound or less 
for each person. Fish may be deli- 
ciously fried in oil, after having been 
dipped in milk and then flour; er in 
very hot grease after being breaded 
with beaten eggs and crumwus. Great 
care should be taken that the pan 
does not take fire. To guard against 
this fry only a small quantity at a 
time.

From the New York Sun. 

The animal remains found in the 
Rocky mountains show the gigantic 
size of the monsters of pet historic 
ages. The backbone of oné animal is 
three and a half feet wide, and implies 
a neck fully five feet in width. The 
diplodveus was fifty feet long. The 
atlantosaurians, a lizard-footed ani- 
ma!, must have bern fully forty feet 
long when alive. Another animal, 
embedded in a hard matrix of rock 
which was removed with difficulty 
after much blasting, was thirty feet 
long. Such were some ef the mon- 
sters that once enjoyed themselves 
arouod the Rocky Mountains. They 
were reptiles, and most of their friends 
and foes were the same, even the birds 
being half reptiles. What eggs some 
of these reptiles must have laid may 
be imagined when one female atlanto- 
saurian is described as 100 feet long, 
with thigh bone measuring pine feet, 
ani prebably twenty-five feet high.

HISTORY OF THE FISHERIES, 


The Men Who Have Been Kngaged in 
the Business Ever Since Reno was 
Founded. 


eS 


One of the fishermen awaiting sen- 
tehce for pursuing his vocation on 
Pyramid Lake gave to a GAzgTTE re- 


porter Wednesday a full history of that 
industry on the reservation. Briefly 


it is as follows: Jn April, 1877, Charles 
Bridgim went in with three or four 
men whom he paid for the fish they 
caught, which he hauled to market. 
He located his men at Mullen’s Pass, 
about twenty miles from the mouth of 
the mver. He dropped the business 
in July of the same year, and it was 


almost immediately taken up by Reed 
and Watson, who sold it out to Arm- 


strong and Sturgeon in October. 
THE NUMBER OF MEN 


had increased with the demand for fish 
until from 18 te 25 were steadily em- 
ployed. Flinn & Co., next handled 
the business, and they inf turn sold out 
to Alfred Jose, in May, 1878. Par- 


ties under Reed, Bickford and John 
Whitehead had in the meantime come 
in and were fishing alongside of the 
firet settlers. Their business was sold 
last year to Alfred Jose, who has sine 
run the whole machine, hantioy the 
fish out and the supplies in to the men 
himself, paying his meu by the pound 
for their cate). Most of these men 
have families in Leno and go to the 
lake part of tle year. 


THEY ARE A VERY DIFFERENT CLASS 
of men from the average river fisher- 
men, many of whom go very dirty and 
some of whom live with Lodians, and 
whose avocation is at best precarious, 


as but few trout, comparatively, go up 
the river any distance, and then only 
for a small partofthe year. At the 
lake the fish are taken systematically. 
The men built houses and boats and 
have considerable money invested. 
No “squaw man” ever lived at Maul- 
len’s Pass, or any where on Pyramid 
Lake and none of the Reno men 
indicted have ever defrauded the In- 
dians or given them whiskey. The 
settlement is entire!

Indians, and they never go there nor 
have any intercoerse with the fisher- 
men. They have a superstitious fear 
of the lake, as they believe a serpent 
inhabits it who destroys their race, 


and they never venture out except 
with white men. There have been 
very few men who ever attempted to 
bring mahalas into the fishermen’s 
camp. One of these wac Tom Rogers, 
and he was run out of the settlement 
pretty much as he was out of Reno. 
At the head of the lake, near the 
mouth of the river, Leathers, who was 
formerly post trader, opened a fishing 
station and sold his fish to Rafael, at 
Wadsworth, who buys of Indians and 
white men alike. But the two settle- 
ments were miles apart, and their 
oe went as indicated, one part to 
no and the rest to Wadsworth.

The Iadustrial Crisis in England. 


In Burnley 5796 looms are idle out 
of 33,000, and 807.870 spindles out of 
900,000. In the Blackburn district 
11,300 looms are idle out of 52,000, 
and 84,000 spindles are working on 
short time, and 48,000 are stopped 
altegether. In the Chorley district 
1600 loom, owned by two firms, are 


working on short time. Nearly 20 
other firms are running part of their| 
machinery on short time; several have 
stepped theirs entirely. Inthe Bury dis- 
trict both the woolen aad cotton trades 
are very much depressed. The aver- 
age time of working in the wodlen 
mannfactories is about four days out 
of the week, and 406,000 spindles and 
8720 leoms are working on short time. 
In Stockport the prospect, especially 
in the weaving department, is said to 
be almest hopeless. It is computed 
that now only 50,000 spindles and 300 
looms are workiny, agaiust 1,195,000 
spiadles and 7900 looms five years 
ago. In Rochdale, it is stated, only 
five mills are working ful! time; 500 
houses there are tenantless. The Man-
